LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y., 


Feb. 17.—The United Na- 
tions waited with tense in- 
terest toaay ior eleven mem- 
ber governments of the se- 
curity council to decide their 
respective policies on the 
creation of. an armed force 
for Palestine. 


The demand for "military forces 


in adequate strength" was placed 
before the council group by the 
five-power Palestine commission as 
Ihe alternative to cSisastroift fail- 
ure and bloodshed in the Holy 
Land. 


Refer To Home Governments 
Ail eleven delegations immed- 


iately referred (he explsoivc docu- 
ment lo their home governments, 
with attention drawn lo the com- 
mission's warning that there is 
"compelling need for prompt ac- 
tion to avert great bloodshed and 
human suffering in Palestine."' 


At Lake Success, it was consid- 


ered likely that the security coun- 
cil may be summoned for initial 
consideration of the demand for 
armed forces by Friday or, at the 
Litest, next TVInoday, 


The 
United Stales delegation 


rushed the report to Washington. 
Up to the present the armed force 
recommendation has been main- 
tained by policy makers in the 
Capitol. 


Warning Is Seen 


The undertone of the Palestine 


commission's report was strikingly 
marked by a tendency lo warn the 
council that either the armed force 
is provided or 
the 
commission 


might as well pack up. 


The Palestine commission was 


appointed by the U. N. General 
Assembly last November to pui the 
parlition plan into effect. 


It was made up of representa- 


tives of Czechoslovakia. Denmark 
the Philippines, Panama and Bo- 
livia.

quire advance planning with avail­ 
able space influencing varieties 
and volume. As to overplanting, a 
place can be so crowded with 
plants that it has the appearance 
of a Jungle. Instead of choosing 
too many kinds of shrubs, select 
a few carefully to provide just 
enough variation for a pleasing ef­ 
fect. Group several of the same 
kind together, rather than one 
each of many kinds. 
Use of so-called decorative fea­ 
tures. such at urns, pottery, and 
statuary also is frowned upon. 
Never edge shrubbery plantings 
or flowera with bottles, broken 
crockery, or rocks. A sharp edge 
dipped in the grass is all the 
trimming the border needs. 
The unbroken lawn of grass is 
one of the first requisites of good 
landscaping. Do not cut up the 
front lawn with flower beds and 
large clumpa of shrubbery. 
Flowers have their place in the 
scheme of things, but they should 
be used in a flower garden set 
aside for the purpose.

HEATING IN BIN CAN RUIN 
GRAIN FOR SEED 
Heating of grain in the bin, as 
may happen more often where 
combines are used than with other 
methods of harvesting, has been 
reported the cause of some poor 
stands of wheat and winter barley. 
In some fields last fall 
not 
enough of Uie seed germ inated to 
give 
satidtedovy 
stands, 
even 
where moisture was adequate. In­ 
vestigation «Bowed that a high 
percentage, in so—• CBS— prac­ 
tically all. ot the seed waf dead as 
a result of slight heating In the 
bin. 
In most .cases the grain had been 
combined, and while it seemed 
dry enougli to store, enough heat 
apparently developed to kill it. 
There was little or no evidence of 
mustiness to indicate such heat­ 
ing. 
Since similar experiences could 
happen with oats, growers can 
make germination tests by plant­ 
ing 50 to 100 grains in greenhouse 
flats or flower pots. These should 
be covered with cloth or burlap 
and kept moist until the sprout* 
emerge. 
If seed .is sold retail it must be 
tested for purity and germination. 
This can be done by sending a 
quart sample to the Bureau of 
Plant Industry at Harrisburg. In 
purchasing seed, growers should 
insist that these two tests have 
been made. Certified seed always 
carries these safeguards, and has 
always been field inspected for
